Re Fire -Sacred Heart School. 


On the evening of Saturday 19th February, I was contacted 
by Telephone to advise me that there was a fire in the corridor be- 
tween the second and third floor, I immediately approached the head 
of the Armories re an Army truck, and also the Pincher Creek Fire 
Brigade, who promised to be ready immddiately I received any worse 
news. In fifteen minutes I received a call that it was under control, 
and advised them to call me if it got worse, it started up again in 
the wall about 2A.M. but was handled immediately, and instructed the 
principal to put extra guards on. I phoned Sunday and found everything 
o.K., so asked Father Férrestier to have the Jeep available Monday 
at 9 Oclock, I went out to the school, and looked over the situation, 
but was unable to find anything as to where it would start, I returned 


to the Agency and called as fl and after received your instructions, 
e 


phoned the Stockton & Day Electric at Macleod, and arranged for an 
nspection on Tuesday morning, he arrived and went out in the Jeep, 
and spent all morning there and checked all the wiring close to the 
fire and found everything all right. 

He however found a nest which he thought might be a mouse 
and a large number of matches, and a piece of string, and a trinket, 
which he brought to the Office and left withme, I showed to one or two 
parties who I ghought might know and i got the ression frm these men 
that it might have been a pack rat. I am sending in another enevelope 
enclisoed with this letter the articles which were taken out of the 
place where the fire occurred. 

Mr Stockton is giving me his report on thursday when I 
will forward it to you with further comments, the children are out, 
returning on the 6th march, and I am leaving the opetng cut during the 
fire open so that it may dry up before repairing it. 

I would like to receive authority from Ottawa to return 
the children to school on the 6th, if no further fire happens, and also 
would recommend that in the schools the Night Watchman who is on till 
April be authorized to stay till the end of the school term, 

I would also like to commend Charles Provost Sr for the 
way he handled his job in locating the fiee and awakening the school,

I am enclosing herewith a report from 
Father Forrestier of the sacred Heart School on the fiee which occurr 
~ed in the School on this Reserve, 

In reading the report you will note 
his remarks re Fire Extinguishers, I have had the two empty ones 
refilled locally, but there are two with the inside bottles broken, 
and it would be necessary to have these repaired or replaced and 
refilled, they are the Foamite Type of Fire Extinguisher, 

I have a local contractor repairing the 
flooring cut out when getting at the source of the fire, 

There is one point which may run into a 
little expense, and that is a point I have taken up with the school 
without success, that is the Fire Alarm, This Alarm when connected 
up rings when the wind blows heavily, and most of the time keeps 
ringing, I think 1t would be very advisable to have this checked 
over by the same Electrician as checked the fire and get the Alarm 
in working order, I would be glad of your authority to go ahead, 
and have this done, 

I have your authority re the Night 
Watchmen staying until the end of the term, although it must not 
be considered as a precedent,

Saturday night, Feb. 19 at 11.00 A.M. a fire broke out at 
the Sacred Heart School; lucky the night watchman was on the 
aler he was going for his round at that time and he smelt 
Sméke on the first floor between the chapel and the Prinoipal's 
room; he continued making his round and came back and still 
smelt smoke; he took his flash light and saw smoke coming 
througn the ceiling, between the sewer pipe and the tin.

Chatlie Provost who was night watéhman woke Brother Albert 
up and Tharois Forestier,employed at the school,heard Charlie 
Provost talking , he got up and told Charlie to wake the 
Children up, which he did immediately. The children woke up 
and came out without any panic. 


Tharcis Forestier, Brother Albert and George Schultz the 
farmer went to work With the axes and the fire extinguishers; 
they worked for three hours steady and came to control the 
fire; they went downstairs for a luweh and at 3.00 A.M.the 
fire started once more, they went to work again for three 
hours steady and got the fire under control with the auto- 
matic fire exstinguisiers which I have bought in November, 
and which saved the building; I had asked the Dept. to 
Supply these fire exstinguisners and they turmed me down 


The roads being impassable, nobody could come to our help 
and that night it was 10 below sero weather, we had to send 
the children in the barn while they were fighting the fire. 


Mr. A. MacMillan came Monday morning to examine the saitu- 
and decided to send the children home for ten days, 
and he also wired Mr. Gooderham in 
Calgary to send an expert electrician to examine the situation. 
This expert as well as Mr. MaoMillan told me that it was not 
caused by electricity, that everything was in perfect condi- 
tion; all during the fire the lights stayed on, if thete would 
have deen a short cirouit some lights would have heen out.

Mr. Stocton, tue electrician, examined over and over again 
and where tne fire started he found a mice nest and also 
fifteen matches, so came to the conclusion that the fire might 
have been started in that way in the mice nest,he could not 
find any other cause how it could possibly start.

Would it be possible to have 6 night watchman year round 
because that fire goes to prove that the fire could also 


start in the summer time as well;the cause of fire is not 
always started by fire, but from unknown causes. I think 
it is very important to have a night watohman all the time 
especially ina building which is not fin proof. DB would 


appreciate that very much, especially for saving liv of 


s0 many people. 


If the night watchman would have come there ten minutes 
later, it would have been too late to stop the fire and prob- 
ably the lives of 8 people; I think it is a very serious 


matter. 


Would it be possible for the Dept. to renew my automatic 
fire exstinguishers without any delay; really I feel bad now 
that tne Dept. have turned me down; and when I think that is 
the only thing that saved us, I would appriciate very much if 
my demand was granted as soon as possible, especially for the 
safeguard of the Indian Children and the Staff and for the 
parents of the children Who are scared to send their children 
back to schood unless we get a nignt wat@hman year round, and 
also the automatic fire exsttaggishers.

The principal of the residential school concerned and your- 
self are the two persons who are most conversant with the facts when 
application is made for the discharge of a pupil. Consequently, the 
Department expects that, when an Indian Agent receives an application 
for the discharge of a pupil, he should consult the principal. The 
Agent is aware of home conditions, while the principal knows the pro; 
ress that the pupil has made in his school work. Therefore, an appli- 
cation received from a parent for the discharge of his ohild should 
not be forwarded to the Department simply as a matter of form, but 
the principal and the Indian Agent should confer on the request and, 
ae @ result of their deliberations, make a definite recommendation 


Stating whether or not they consider it advisable to grant the request 
for discharge.

I feel you are under a misapprehension ro; 
oiroular letter forwarded some months' to princi: 
dential schools. This letter, a copy of which is enol: mply 
pointed out that the Indian Act provides, when children ar ept in 
& residential school after they reach the age of sixteen years, that 
the permission of the Department must be secured. Princi were 
requested to forward a list of the children in their scho who 
were sixteen years of and over, and, in the oase of those whom 
it was considered should be kept for a longer period, they were 
requested to state their reasons. When they forwarded this inform- 
ation, they were informed that at the end of each academic year in 
future they should forward, through the office of their local Indian 
Agent, a list of the eae ixteen years of age and over, as mention- 
ed above, and state their reasons for desiring to keep any pupil 
after such pupil reaches the age of sixteen years.

I note your opinion that the school principals regard the 
Agent as having no authority over the schools or children, and I ae 
sume a refer particularly to the Sacred Heart Indian Residenti 
School. In order that there may be no misunderstanding, I enclose, 
for your informati a copy of letter which is being directed to the 
Prinoipal of that school. 


In view of your statement that you consider the White Cow 
boy would be better off in school until Spring, the Department believes 
it inadvisable to discharge him at the present time. He may, however, 
be discharged at the end of March, when he will be able to heip his 
father with the Spring work.

I am enclosing a copy of the report of Dr. 
Brayton who examined this woman two weeks ago, and has just 
presented his written report. I believe the remarks of Dr. Brayton 


are very close to the correct reason for the actions of this 
woman.

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After the Doctors examination, I had Mrs. 
Yellow Wings in the Office with the Police Scout and after talking 
the whole matter over I warned her that although prosecution was 
concluded, for the time being that if she got herself into any 
further trouble that the old case might be brought up again, and 
reminded her that for the next four years her behaviour would 
have to be of the best. 

The problem which now places itself before 
me is the request of the mother for her ehildren; she has a baby 
and the second youngest child with her, while Guy Yellow Wings her 
husband, has the other two children aged 5 and 6. Guy however is 
not taken these children under his control, he has placed them in 
the home of his Sister, Mrs, Paul Smith, who have their own children 
to look after as well. Guy is travelling around the country making 
his home at Macleod where he has some work, and is co-habiting with 
@ girl of doubtful character from the Blood Reserve; Mrs. Guy 
Yellow Wings is living by herself in her own home, and has requested 
that she hav® the two older children, with the intention of placing 
them in the Anglican School immediately; Although I have not seen 
Guy Yellow Wings I understand he wishes to put them in the Catholic 
School. I would like your advice regarding the action to be taken 
and whether you would consider accepting Mrs. Guy Y Wings application 
for admission, or The Husbands, I would on the knowledge I have be 
inolined to favor the mothers signature as she seems to be mosthky 
interested in the children. 

It is my intention to try and straighten out 
this case by having them both come to the Office, but would not like 
to make any statement re the children till I have had your advice. 

For three months previous to the Arson case 
this family were only together for short periods the husband meeting 
the other woman in Macleod during that time; and although Mrs. Guy 
Yellow Wings has committed a crime the loss of her child during the 
Xmas season plus the trouble she had with her Busband calls for a 
grain of sympathy.

I will be glad of your instructions and 
advice regarding the School I should place these children in, and 
any further suggestions I should take in settling up their troubles. 


It is certain that it will be an impossibility to get them together 
again.

fect satisfaction until the spring was piped to the house : since 
that time,there has been no overflow running ito it; however ,the 
melting of the snow and some occasionnal hea Tains have kept it 
almost full the most of the time till this summer. It is dry now ;: 
it went dry last week, and therefore we started to pumo for the 
stock as well as for the house, and that is how we ran out of water, 

After all, this has not Suroriged me : the same trouble hapoenned 
already last Christmas, just because we used on that occasion more 
water than usual.

It is considered that the school 
authorities themselves should be responsible for the 
payment of $25.00 per nonth to an Indian for the 
watering of the stock. It is noted that the school 
is farming on a large scale and has about 80 head of 
cattle. There does not appear to be any necessity 
for keeping such a large number. If thie school keeps 
more stock on hand than conditions warrant, the 
management should dispose of part of the herd. In 
any event, as stated, the Department is not prepared 
to incur any expense in the providing of water.

We,the jury find that Josephine Little Leaf came to her death at 
about 5 P.M. 12th September 1937,at Sacred Heart School at Peigan 
Indian Reserve,Brocket Alta.,from internal Hemorrhage casued by 
being crushed ,while at play with several other little Indian girls; 
between the rear end of a trailer and the ice house on the grounds} 
at said school - We exonerat the Sister in charge of the children 
during this play hour from all balem what-so-ever. 
9. The evidence given at the inquest was the same as in statement 
procured by me-with the exception of that of Chief Tom Yellor Horn, 4 
who identified the body as being that of his niece Josephine Little

Concerning the last paragraph of your letter, 
I may say that the Department not only authorizes, but 
requests, that all Indian residential schools use the 
half-day system. The only exception is in the case 
of the younger children and those in the primary 
grades. We consider that the vocational training 
which is secured in one of the departments other than 
the classrooms is of equal, if not more, importance 
than the academic training of the youth of our wards. 
At all other Indian residential schools, this is the 
practice, and the Rev. Sister Superior should not 
hesitate to have the older children profitably 
engaged for half of each day Parents who complain 
may be told that it is a regulation of the Department.

inspector Murison,s Report on Schools Edmonton Agency 


Dear ir Graham,- 
I beg to submit the following report on the 
two residential schools in the Edmonton Agency. 
St Albert Residential School (Roman Catholic) 

This school is under the management of the Grey Nuns 
with the Rev'Sister Proulx in charge as Superior.eShe has 
an adequate staff of Sisters including three teachers a 
seamstress,cook and boys and girls supervisors. 

The heating,lighting and laundry equipment i 
charge of a competent engineer and the farm and ¢g 
outside work is in charge of Mr Fontaine who is a 
of an Agricultural College. 

School Building 

The main building has three storeys and a 
basement-It is a spacious brick building with high ceilings 
good ventilation and is provided with easy “accesable fire 
escapes on each floor. Fire protection is provided by means 
of stand pipes with hose connections on each floor as well 
as chemical fire extinguishers which are conveniently placed. 

I examined this equipment and found it in good condition. 
The pupils have been given two lessons in fire drill by a 
fire Inspector from Edmonton and I was informed that they 
will be given regular fire drill practice from now on. 

An ample supply of good soft water is obtained from a well 
under the building at a depth of 157 feet.The pump is 
operated by a steam engine and they have no difficulty in 
keeping up the supply and pressure. 

I made a complete inspection of the whole building and 
found it well kept throughout. The dormitories provide ample 
air space and are provided with comfortable beds with home 
made wool mattresses and are provided with an ample supply 
of bed clothes. 

There are three bright class rooms with a teacher 
for each. 104 Indian pupils are enrolled 46 boys and 57 girls. 
The teacher in the senior room holds a 2nd class 
certificate for the Province of Alberta. The teachers in the 
intermediate and junior rooms have not had Normal school 
training.

They are 
also taught knitting. The provision of wool balaclave caps, 
was much appreciated.These are unravelled and the wool is 
utilized in x ng stockings. They have a knitting machine 

fT an obsolete type which they purchased 45 years ago and 
they now find it impossible to get repairs for it. 
f The seamstress expressed a wish that a new machine be 
provided.I would be glad to see her get it as I think that 
the work whieh she is doing deserves encouragement.

The situation at both the St. Albert 
and the Edmonton Residential Schools seems to be quite 
satisfactory, and the equipment is reported to be in good 
condition, The training that the children are receiving 
seems to be carried on in accordance with the Department's 
regulations, excepting that the milking is done by the 
boys, which, of course, is absolutely wrong. There has 
been a good deal said on this subject recently. We are 
trying to assist in the building up of the health of the 
Indians by making the girls who attend our boarding 
schools competent to carry on and care for their homes 
in a proper manner when they return to their reserves, 
and if they know little or nothing about milking they 
are going back under a great handicap, because any 
milking of cows that is done on an Indian reserve is 
done by the women, and for this reason I think the Department 
should insist on the milking at all schools being done by 
the girls. 


I note that the seamstress at the 
St. Albert School expressed a wish to be supplied with a 
new sewing machine. I do not know why the school should not 
supply this themselves. My understanding was that such 
equipment was to be kept up by the school.

I have your letter of the 12th instant 
relative to the request of the members of the Michel 
Band to have a day school established on their Reserve, 
as they do not wish to send their children to the St. 
Albert Indian Residential School. The reasons stated 
for this request, viz., that few of the terschers speak 
English and that the children are over worked and back- 
ward in their studies, have been noted. 
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In this connection I have to say that the 
Provincial School Inspector, in a report on his in- 
spection of the school in November, last, states ae 
follows regarding the classroom activities and general 
conditions at the school: 


"Sister Perreault is kind and genial end wins 
the confidence of her pupils. She is conscientious 
and diligent and uses fair methods. The discipline 
is rood and the pupile are kept well employed. 
Sister Comeau - a cood voice and uses food English. 
She is clear and definite in her statements an er 
questioning is food. Sister Champagne is » qualified 
teacher and is a strenuous worker and » competent 
teacher. She is doing conscientious and thorough 
teaching. ....... The children are neatly sand 
comfortably dressed and act and look as if they 
are well nourished. The whole of the school anpart- 
ments and classrooms are scrupulously neat and olean. 
The relations between teachers and pupils are very 
pleasant." 


It would appear from the Inspector's report 
that the Indians of the Michel Band have very little 
cause for complaint. The Department has no funds to 
establish a day school, and we will be unable to cive 
consideration to the request of the members of the Michel 
Band.

punished because they did not do what they were told, she states 
that this is not fair as the children do not understand French. 
The Rev. Sister Superior stated that the Sister in charge of this 
roan was a new Sister sent to her by the Rev. Mother Superior 
and was allotted by the Reve Mother Superior to this particular 
position, but stated that she would endevour to have a Sister 
placed in this room who spoke English. Mrs Callihoo also 
complained that there was too mech Religious teaching at the 
school and that the children had one hour prayers before school 
and that they were at prayers three and four times a day, she 
asked that more time be given to the reguiar educational studies. 


leo Breland: complained that the children did not 
receive sufficient food and also complained regarding too mich 
Religious teaching. 


Simon Breland: complained regarding the food served to 
the children ond stated that they did not always get enouch to 
eat and that on some occasions they had been given sour potatoes 
to eat, he also canplained that the children were whipped to 
much. “e stated that one boy had been whipped until his hands 
bled, I made inquiries into this case, the Reve Sister Superior 
informed me that when this boy was being whipped on the seat 
that he had put his hand back behind him and the strap caught 
him on the hand sideways. 


I have also received several canplaints of a similar 
nature from the other Bands tut chiefly about the food, thinking 
there must be sane truth regarding the food served at the school 
I made a surprise visit to the schhol at the noon hour yesterday, 
I went through all the dining rooms both girl's and boy's while 
they were at dinner and inspected the food. The children were 
having for théér dimmer, soup, Shepherds pie, this being made 
with the potatoes cooked on top of the meat, tapico pudd ing » 
bread and butter and tea, there was plenty of food in each 
dinning roam and was well served by a Sister in each room. I 
tasted the meat pie and it was very good, I questioned all the 
children in each room and asked them if they were getting enough 
to eat every day and if the food was good, in each cage the 
children all replied "yes". 


After dinner the big boys asked if ti ey could see me 
their request was brought to me py their master, I then went back 
to the boys room and was informed by three of the big boys that 
they were called every woring between 4630 Aclie and 4645 AcMe 
to get up to go out to milk the cows, they stated that they did 
not mind the milking tut they thought it was too early to be 
called up out of bed every morning. The Rev. Sister Superior who 
was present at the time, stated that this was not correct as she 

ad given instructions a year ago that the boys were not to be 
called until GeAsMe to get up to milk. I again questioned the 
boys and they insisted that this was the time they were called, 
they also asked that they be given turns to do the different 
work and not kept at one job for three or four months at a time, 
after the boys had left I went with the Reve Sister Superior to 
the hired men's quarters and interviewed one of the men who 
assists with the milking, I asked him what time they started tc 
milic in the mornings, he stated that they commenced to milk at 
Se AeM.e every morning, he also stated that the boys arrived at 
the barn about the time they had one cow nearly milked, 


The 
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the boys being a little late as they were given coffecand toast 
before they went to the barn. In my opinion 4630 AcdMe is too early 
for these young boys to be called up out of bed every morning and I 
have asked the Rev. Sister Superior if she will arrange for the boys 
who are milking to be called at 5645 AeMe instead of 4030 AcMe so 
that the boys can get to the barn by GeAeM. even this is early for 
these young lads. 


There is no question in my mind that there is a 
certain amount of truth in the complaints made by the parents regar- 
ding the treatment of the children, but just at the moment I an 
unable to locate just where the trouble is, however, there has been 
some changes made at the school since the summer holidays, the boy: 
have a new master, there is a new cook and a new Sister in charge of 
the big girls. I am of the opinion that the Reve Sister Superior 
became aware that something was wrong and removed those who were 
responsible for the trouble. I think that with these ch inges that 
the children will be treated better and we will,not hove so many 
complaints in the future. 
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In conelusion Sir, I do not think the matter is 
serious enough for you to make a special trip to Edmonton to invest- 
igate these complaints, but I would ask that on your next visit to 
Edmonton that you would spare the time to go to the school with me 
to interview the Reve Sister Superior regarding the complaintse

Inspector Christianson has forwarded to the 
Department, a copy of your letter to him of the 27th 
ultimo, with reference to the action taken by you in 
connection with complaints received regarding the 
treatment of the children attending the St. Albert 
Indian Residential School. 


It is considered that the action you have 
taken should result in improving certain conditions 
that exist at the school. It would be advisable, 
however, for you to visit this school more or less 
frequently during the next few months, in order to 
assure yourself that the instructions you have given 
are being carried out.

and still further curtailment of academic studies. 

It is my personal opinion that 1 present 

reasonably well balanced and adapted to the 

needs of the Indian pupil. [Experience in this 
countries has taucht educationists that it would 
unwise to take the averare Indian pupil from life as it 
is lived on the reserve and confine him for lengthy 
pertods during each day in the ordinar elassroom. 


Our Indian residential schools are inspected 
regulerly by the provincial inspectors, who send forward 
their reports to the Department. The public school in- 
spector, in his last report on the St. Albert school, 
states: 


"Carefully planned lessons, with a zood 
wealth of illustration, ere provided at this 
school. Sound methods of instruction are very 
much in evidence. Grades 5, 6 and 7 receive 
classroom instruction during half of the teaching 
day on an alternate basis. The remainder of the 
pupils enrolled are taught durins the whole of 
the day. The pupils are tidy in dress and appear- 
ance, well behaved and appear to be very happy in 
their school environment. Their application to 
study is well sustained. I am fully convinced 
that the classes know much more than they show to 
the supervising inspector under direct questioning. 
Very good exhibits of art work and writinc were 
observed."

There are many pupils who are a 
for reasons which m be uncontrollable. 
this noticeable in grades 4 and 5. 
exercises should be planned to assist these pupils 
their difficulties that they may progress reasonably 
before they become of age to leave the school. 
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Grades ©, 7 and 8 and the larger pupils 
in grades 4 and 5 receive acacemic training for a half 
day only each day. The other half day is utilized in 
the case of the boys for farm training and a certain 
limited amount of woodwork training. The girls are 
taught to sew r to keep house through kitchen and house- 
hold duties As result the academic train in these 
grades is based in the skill subjects largely. 


Sewing for - 
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Sewing for the gitls receives considerable 
attention. The room for manual training for the boys 
4s too small and is poorly equipped. A better equinped 
room with some skilled instruction in woodwork, metal 
work and simple electrical work should prove beneficial 


for the boys. 


The playground equipment is not extensive. 
A skating rink is provided for skating and hockey. 
Physical training is confined to that done in the 
classroom. 


Singing receives due attention throughout. 


Many of the pupils have limited background 
of general information and the process of learning is 
quite labored. Their powers of retention appear faulty. 
They require teachers who have had training in remedial 
tea ching as it would require skilful teaching to meet 
their difficulties and needs effectively. Although the 
present teachers possess creditable aptitude for teaching 
I feel that better results would be achieved by teachers 
who had specialized training. 


Under the supervision of Sister Corriveau 
the management of the school is orderly and systamatic. 
The children are polite and show due respect to their 
tea chers and to visitors. They pass back and forth to 
the classrooms in a very orderly manner. All rooms 
throughout the building appear néat and clean. The 
children are cleanly and comfortably dressed.

In preparing our budget for the next school year 
we are more than ever embarassed to meet the necessary expenses. 


the Vepartment of Indian Affairs is well aware of 
the increased cost of living and wages, and that the cost of 
maintenance of buildings and equipment has practically doubled. 

they also know that we clothe, feed, shelter, 
instruct and give mketter nursing care to all the indian children 
‘laced in our institution. In order to give them the proper 
attention and care, we consider it impossible to carry on in the 
future at the present rate paid and I am sure that the Government 
will easily understand that it is inadiquate. 


We consider that we should receive not less than 
$25.00 per month per child, to meet the expense which we incur 
in furnishing the services above mentioned, and we trust that you 
wil] pass on to the authorities charged with the administration 
of indian Affairs, our request, with a strong recommendation 
that the increase from $15.00 to $25.00 per child be authorised 
and made effective on September lst. Under present conditions 
it is impossible to make ends meet and we trust that in all fair- 
ness to the Institution, our request will be granted.

The Mother Provincial, indeed, indicated that 
she will require an early guarentee that the Department 
will provide per capita grant for eighty pupils; if that is 
not forthcoming, she prefers to make an arrangement with the 
provincial government. This arrangement would allow her to 
dispose the present teaching staff in accordance with 
increased requirements elsewhere, chiefly at our residential 
schools.

a few months, I cannot see how we can meet the guarantee of 
ighty pupils for the whole of next ear unless we enforce 
attendance of children from Alexis (which now sends only 
few) and trom the Saddle La ney where Blue Quills 
cannot take in all who should be in school. The Hobbema Reserve 
also has more children than Ermineskin can accomnodat 
Already a large number of school desks are piled » in 
the pavilion awaiting disposal.

This school is a church-owned institution, operated 
by an Order of Sisters. It has always accepted old people and 
feeble-minded people requiring institutional care and assigned 
to it by the Provincial Department of Welfare. 


Yor many years we have felt that the education of 
the children at this school was not being conducted in an 
atmosphere conducive to the best results. 


We have, therefore, built two new day schools on 
the home reserves of the children who formerly attended this 
residential school. We will shortly submit to your office an 
Order-in-Council covering the building of « third day school. 


We have, therefore, not been able to provide the 
minimum number of Indien children required for us to continue 
our contract with the Sisters operating this echool. A letter 
has now been received from the Reverend Principal, roading as 
follows: 


“In answer to your letter of July 23rd, we 
regret to inform you that due to the uncertainty of 
attendance of the small wumer of pupils available, 
and with present regulations of payment per capita 
for the pupils in attendance, it is inadvisable for 
us to accept your proposal. 


"In severing our relations with your Depart- 
ment may we thank you for your kindness and courtesy 
in the past, with our best wishes for the future." 


In view of this information, we have requested 
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CANADA 
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our Indien Superintendent to take en inventory of the depert- 
mentally-owned equipment at this school and it is our intention 
to transfer the desks, books, etc., to our other day and 
residential schools in the immediate vicinity. with the two 
day schools now erected and the one now planned, we will be 
able to offer adequate educational facilities for the Indian 
children who formerly ettended this school.

The original main building is 4 stories and 35'x 190° 
in extent. A new brick structure about 50*x 100° and with 
3 floors and a basement was erected a couple of years ago. 

The girl pupils occupied the original building and 
the dormitories are located on the upper floor. Thewe are 
3 of these dormitories the air space and nunber of beds 
therein, areie

idea is that with such registers placed 20" from the ceiling 


that they can be closed during the cold weather and opened dur- 
ing the warm months.

Before 
doing 80, you should certify the accounts, which will be 
in duplicate, as correct. The Department will make pay- 
ment at forty per cent (40%) discount on the retail price 
of the machines: we have made thie arrangement with the 
Singer Sewing Liachine Company.

In reply 1 beg to eay it ie coneidered that equipment 
of thie nature should be furnished by the school authorities. 
Ae thie ie a combined white and Indian inetitution, the coet 
of the above articlee would not be © fair charge againet 
rarliamentary appropriation and we are not prepared to authorize 
their being supplied. The cute which you encloeed are returned 
herewith. 


Regarding the requeet for ten deeke, I beg to say 
that further particulars sre required before we can eupply 
these. I would point out that in 1914,80 deeke were purchased 
and in Auguet 1921, 12 more were furnished. Thie ie a total 
of 92. Grant is only allowed for 90 pupile and there ehould 
be sufficient deeke to accommodate the Indian children. 
Explanatione should be given as to the need for the extra 
deske at thie time.
